* Check the furnace and 


air conditioner filters fre- 
quently. Dirty filters block 
airflow increasing energy 
bills. 

* Seal windows and doors 
with caulking and weather- 
stripping.

Be Active & Live 
Longer 


According to a study 
from the National 
Institute on Aging, if 
you keep: moving it may 
help you live longer. 
Researchers tracked 300 
healthy seniors ages 70- 
82 for six years and 
measured how many 


calories they burned 


each day. The most 
active third of the group 
were 70% less likely to 
die during the six years 
than the least active par- 
ticipants. Just an extra 
287 calories burned 
daily was enough to 
reduce mortality rates by 
32%. Interestingly, 
most of these additional 
caloriés were expended 
doing “non-exercise” 
activities such as walk- 
ing around the house, 
shopping for groceries, 
washing dishes by hand 
and even fidgeting.

Medicare exams needed for area senior citizens 


BELLAIRE — For 
Michigan residents born in 
1942, a milestone ap- 
proaches this year as they 
turn 65 and become eligible 


‘to enroll in Medicare. Medi- 


care will cover a on-time 
preventive physical exam 
for new beneficiaries within 
the first six months after a 
person enrolls in Medicare 
Part B. , 

The exam includes a thor- 
ough review of health, edu- 
cation and counseling about 
the preventive services of- 


fered under the Medicare 
program. These services in- 
clude regular yearly preven- 
tive screenings and immu- 
nizations. The “Welcome to 
Medicare” physical exam is 
a great way for beneficiaries 
to get up-to-date on impor- 
tant preventive health 
screenings and shots, said 
Jeffrey Deitch, D.O. Medi- 
cal director, MPRO — 
Michigan’s Medicare Qual- 
ity Improvement Organiza- 
tion. 

What should a beneficiary

expect of the exam? 
During the exam, the doc- 
tor will record medical his- 
tory and check a patient’s 
blood pressure, weight and 
height. The doctor may also 
administer a vision test and 
an Electrocardiogram 
(EKG). The healthcare pro- 
vider should also check to 
make sure that.a beneficiary 
is up-to-date with their shots 
Depending on the 
individual’s general health 
and medical history, further 
tests may be ordered as nec- 


essary. The physician will 
also give general health ad- 


" vice to help prevent disease 
_ and improve overall patient 


health. The patient can also 
expect to receive a written 
plan (such as a checklist) 
when they leave letting 
them know how much 
screenings and other pre- 
ventive services they should 
get. 

How much does the exam 
cost? 

Beneficiaries pay 20 per- 
cent of the Medicare amount 


after they meet the yearly 
Part B deductible ($131 for 
2007). Since this may be 
their first Medicare-covered 
service, they may meet the 
entire Part B deductible at 
this visit. 

' What should a patient 
bring with them to the 
exam? , 

Dr. Deitch suggests that 
new beneficiaries receiving 
the exam should bring the 
following items with them

Nuke plant earns 
historic designation 


Consumers Power Com- 
pany (later Consumers En- 
ergy) opened the Big Rock 
Point Nuclear Power Plant 
just west of here in 1962. It 
was the world’s first high- 
power density boiling wa- 
ter reactor, and the fifth 
commercial nuclear power 
plant in the U.S. The plant 
began as a research and de- 
velopment facility, with the 
first goal being to prove 
that nuclear power was eco- 
nomical. In addition to gen- 
erating electricity, the reac- 


tor produced cobalt 60 that 


was used to treat an esti- 
mated 400,000 cancer pa- 
tients. In 1991 the Ameri- 
can Nuclear Society named 
the plant a Nuclear Historic 
Landmark. When it closed 
in 1997, Big Rock was the 
longest running nuclear 
plant in the nation. Con- 
sumers Energy later re- 
stored the site to a natural 
area. 

Big Rock Point is named 
for a large boulder used as 


‘a landmark by Native 


Americans. At least as 
early as the mid-nineteenth 
century, Odawa (Ottawa) 
Indians used Big Rock, 
which they called 
Kitcheossening, as a gath- 
ering place each spring. 
The Odawa summered at 
Waganaksing (the area be- 
tween Harbor Springs and 
Cross Village), but dis- 
persed into smaller groups 
and traveled during the 
winter. Each spring they re- 
turned to Big Rock, their 
canoes loaded with sugar, 
furs, deer skins, prepared 
venison, bear’s oil, and bear 
meat prepared in oil, deer 
tallow, and sometimes a lot 
of honey. From there they 
returned to Waganaksing 
by crossing the bay in 
wiigwaas jiimaan (birch 
bark canoes). In 1999 el- 
ders and youth from the 
Little Traverse Bay Band of 
Odawa Indians recreated 
the crossing.

Heat source safety — 


Each year fire claims the 
lives of 4,000 Americans, in- 
jures tens of thousands and 
causes billions of dollars 
worth of damage. People liv- 
ing in rural areas are more 
than twice as likely to die in a 
fire as those living in mid- 
sized cities or suburban areas. 
The misuse of wood stoves, 
portable space heaters and 
kerosene heaters is especially 
common risks in rural areas. 

The United States Fire Ad- 
ministration (USFA) believes 
rural fire problems can be re- 
duced by teaching people to 
recognize the hazards. The 
following precautionary steps 
can greatly reduce an 
individual’s chances of be- 
coming a fire casualty. 


Wood Stoves _ 


‘ "Wood stoves cause over 


9,000 residential fires every 
year. Carefully follow the 
manufacturer’s installation 


and maintenance instructions. 
Look for solid construction, 
such as plate steel or cast iron 
metal. Check for cracks and 
inspect legs, hinges and door 
seals for smooth joints and 
seams. Use only seasoned 
wood for fuel, not green 
wood, artificial logs or trash. 
Inspect and clean your pipes 
and chimneys annually and 
check monthly for damage or 
obstructions. Be sure to keep 
combustible objects at least 
three feet away from your 
wood stove. 


Electric Space Heaters 
Buy only heaters with the 
Underwriter’s Laboratory 
(UL) safety listing. Check to 
make sure it has a thermo- 


stat control mechanism and . 


will switch off automatically 


if the heater falls over. Heat- _ 


ers are not dryers or tables; 
don’t dry clothes or store 
objects on top of your heater. 


Space heaters need space; 
keep combustibles at least 
three feet away from each 
heater. Always unplug your 
electric space heater when it 
is not in use. 


Kerosene Heaters 

Buy only UL-approved 
heaters and check with your 
local fire department on the 
legality of kerosene heater use 


in your community. Never fill , 


your heater with gasoline or 
camp stove fuel; both flare up 
easily. Only use crystal clear 
K-1 kerosene. Never overfill 
any portable heater. Use the 
kerosene heater in a well ven- 
tilated room. 


Fireplaces 

Fireplaces regularly build 
up.creosote in their chimneys. 
They need to be cleaned out 
frequently and chimneys 
should be inspected for ob- 
structions and cracks to pre- 


vent deadly chimney and roof 
fires. Check to make sure the 
damper is open before starting 
any fire. Never burn trash, pa- 
per or green wood in your fire- 


. place. These materials cause 


heavy creosote buildup and 
are difficult to control. Use a 
screen heavy enough to stop 
rolling logs and big enough to 
cover the entire opening of the 


. fireplace to catch flying 


sparks. 

Don’t wear loose-fitting 
clothes near any open flame. 
Make sure the fire is com- 
pletely out before leaving the 
house or going to bed. Store 
cooled ashes in a tightly sealed 
metal container outside the 
home. , 

Finally, having a working 
smoke alarm dramatically in- 


creases your chances of sur- | 
viving a fire. And remember | 
to practice a home escape 


plan frequently with your 
family. 


Staying safe during winter storms 


Preparing for a 


winter storm 


At home 

Keep handy a battery- 
powered flashlight, NOAA 
weather radio and portable 
radio, extra food (canned or 
dried food is best), can 
opener, and bottled water 
(at least 3 gallons per per- 
son). 

Make sure each member 
of household has a warm 
coat, gloves, hat and water- 
resistant boots. Ensure that 
extra blankets and heavy 
clothes are available. 

Keep on hand items for 
infant, elderly or disabled 
family members. 

Be aware of potential fire 


and carbon monoxide haz- - 


ards if you plan to use an 


emergency heating source 
such as a fireplace, wood 
stove or space heater. 


Outside 

Avoid overexertion, such 
as shoveling heavy snow, 
pushing a car or walking in 
deep snow. Sweating could 
lead to chill and hypother- 
mia. 

Walk carefully on snowy, 
icy sidewalks. 

Wear loose-fitting, light- 
weight warm clothing in 
layers. Wear wool hat and 
mittens. 

Keep your clothes dry. 
Change wet socks and cloth- 
ing quickly to prevent loss 
of body heat. 

Understand the hazards of 
wind chill. As wind speed 
increases, heat is carried 


Avoiding frozen 


Frozen pipes aren’t just an 
inconvenience. An average 
of a quarter-million families 
have their homes damaged 
and lives disrupted each 
winter...all because of wa- 
ter pipes that freeze. 

An eighth-inch crack in a 
pipe can spew up to 250 gal- 
lons of water a day, destroy- 
ing floors, furniture, and 
personal property. Both 
plastic (PVC) and copper 
pipes may burst. 


Before the Cold Hits... _ 


INSULATE pipes in 
craw] spaces and attics, the 
ones most susceptible to 
freezing. Remember: The 
more insulation, the better 
protected your pipes will be. 

HEAT TAPE or thermo- 
statically-controlled heat 
cables can be used to wrap 
pipes. Use only products 
approved by an independent 
testing organization, such as 
Underwriters Laboratories, 


and only for the use in- 


’ tended (exterior or interior). 


Closely follow all 
manufacturer’s installation 
and operating instructions. 
SEAL leaks that allow 
cold air inside, near where 
pipes are located. Look for 
air leaks around electrical 
wiring, dryer vents and 
pipes. Use caulk or insula- 
tion to keep the cold out and 
the heat in. With severe 
wind chill, a tiny opening 
can let in enough cold air to 
cause a pipe to freeze. 
DISCONNECT garden 
hoses and, if practical, use 
an indoor valve to shut off 
and drain water from pipes 
leading to outside faucets. 
This reduces the chance of 
freezing in the short span of 
Pipe just inside the house.

ASK a friend or neighbor 
to check your house daily to 
make sure it’s warm enough 
to prevent freezing, or...

Be aware that 
if you have a fire protection 
sprinkler system in your 
house, it will be deactivated 
when. you shut off the wa- 
ter. 


if your pipes freeze... 
DON’T TAKE 


_ CHANCES. If you turn 


slightly for fresh air and 
make sure that the exhaust 
pipe isn’t blocked. 

Get attention by turning 
on the dome light and emer- 
gency flashers when run- 
ning the engine. 

Exercise by moving arms, 
legs, fingers and toes to keep 
blood circulating and to 
keep warm. 


if stranded outside 

Try to stay dry and cover 
all exposed parts of the 
body. 

Prepare a windbreak or 
snow cave for protection 
from the wind. Build a fire 
for heat and to attract atten- 
tion. 

Do not eat snow. It will 
lower your body tempera- 


’ ture. Melt it first. 


on your faucets and noth- 
ing comes out, leave the 
faucets turned on and call 
a plumber. If you detect 
that your water pipes have 
frozen and burst, turn off 
the water at the main shut- 
off valve in the house; 
leave the water faucets 
turned on. (Make every- 
one in your family aware 
of where the water shut-off 
valve is and how to open 
and close it.) 

NEVER try to thaw a 
pipe with a torch or other 
open flame. Water damage 
is preferable to fire dam- 
age. You may be able to 
thaw a frozen pipe with the 
warm air from a hair dryer. 
Start by warming the pipe 
as close to the faucet as 
possible, working toward 
the coldest section of pipe. 

DO NOT use electrical 
appliances in areas of stand- 
ing water because electrocu- 
tion is possible.
